Tbera-are dreamstanees 
when it Is necessary to use white let- 
ters, but in such cases legibility will 
be improved if they are made with a 
thin stroke 4nd strongly llglited. Black 
letters are more distinct if made with 
afcaaTT atroke.

The remarkable discovery baa been 
made that the EifTel tower sinks over 
an Inch into the ground In certain at- 
moapbericai conditions, rising again 
later to its noAml state. It was known 
that the tower swayed horizontally to 
the extent of several centimeters, and 
M. GvOlanme of the Academy of fiM- 
enco conceived the idea of stretching 
a piece of wire ftom tbe second story 
to the ground. Leaving the wire tout, 
he found that twice after storms it 
'had loosened to the extent of an inch 
or more. Further Investigations have 
shown tiiat tbe tower sinks several 
hours before the apivoach of stormy 
weather. In other words, the great 
structure is an admirable barometer. 



Montenegro's Capital. 
Cetinje, from whence Issued the fiat 
of war, ia the smallest* capital in Eu- 
rope, its population numbering only a 
little over 8,000. It stands on a rather 
dreary jilain, surrounded l>y mountains 
and from a distance resembles a strag* 
gllng'^ French village with ite one sto- 
ried, red tiled houses clustering around 
half a dozen larger buildings and two 
church spires.

I Far From the Beaten Paths of Man. 

I Among the wonders of the west 
which the governmant has taken un- 
der ito care are tlie remarkable natoral 
bridges of Utah, which are. so far as 

Is known, without a peer. In 1908 
these three bridges, the CaroUne, Au- 
gnata and Edwin, warn aet tuMa as na- 
tional monuments, and later certain 
caves and springs near by were added 
to the reserved area. 

It ia difficult to give an adequate 
Idea of these stupendous arches, and 
ao tar they have been seen by few 
persons, for it Is a trip of daya across 
tbe de a e rt to reach them, botMearate 
measurements have been taken and 
convey some notion of their size and 
shape. The popular way of reaching 
these curiosities is from Bluff, Utah, 
where one can obtain a guide and out- 
fit Thence you proceed through dry 
washes, old stream beds and sage cov- 
ered maaaa to tha great bcidgaa, wMA 
loom up in White canyos ttn Inm tha 
beaten path of man. 

The White canyon itself Ib many 
miles long, and the bridges spring 
from Its steep, light buff walls, tbe 
three being within a distance of five 
miles. Tbey M-em carved by Titanic 
forces, for the inrgest la 222 feet high 
and Go feet tli k at the top of the 
arch. The arcii is 28 feet wide, the 
span Is 261 f«>ot. and Oa betght of the 
span is 157 t. 

The Natn*ii bridge of Virginia is a 
baby In < < .iparlson with any of the 
three Utstii formationa. It is to be re- 
gretted I). It these wonderfal bridges 
are not i- ier of access. Figures give 
little idea of their immensity, and 
worda Imt ai^geat ttair baaaty. 

The first account of them given to 
the world was that of Horace J. Long, 
who visited the bridges in 1903. Long 
was an engineer and prospecting in 
Utah. One day be fell In with a cattle- 
man named Scorup, who was familiar 
with Utoh and in particular with tlie 
region lying aromid tha San Jnan river. 

Scorup. after aMW preliminary con- 
versation, said that he had seen some 
remarkable bridges so imm^^e and 
wonderful that he disliked to talk about 
them for fear he wonld be accused of 
manufacturing the story. lie added 
that though be had seen them in 1898 
he had altrays deal r e d to go ba^ and 
ff Long would accompany him and take 
photographs he would guarantee to 
guide tbe engineer to tha place. 
• .Accordingly the two men set out with 
pack horses and provisions, and after 
a lonely trip through deserts -.lud 
canyops and wide stretehes> where no 
nnlmal was to be seen tbey descender l 
into tlie gorge of the White canyon, the 
sides of which are tilled with deserteil 
cliff dwellings. Two daya Iat«r tbey 
came to the wonderful l)ridges, the first 
of uhieh. it pink sandstone. Scorup 
called Caroline in honor of his mother. 

Long was fairty dazed at the beAnty 
iiud size of this natoral wonder. The 
pink walls were streaked with delicate 
colored lichens and stood out in bold 
relief against a sky of Mne. Mora than 
this, both men felt that they were gaz- 
ing on one of the wonders of the world. 

They pushed rapidly down 'the can- 
yon and came to another arch, more 
syuimetrical and more beoutlfnl than 
the first, with a lightness and grace and 
charm of coloring that made it a splen- 
did work of natore. Long naased this 
the Augusta after his wife and man- 
agetl to get a fair photograph. The 
arc h was so nigh tliat the trees of Cal- 
ifornia would seem dwarfed beside It 
:ind tbe men took what measuremente 
they could by climbing and ^^"g'^g to 
the canyon's sides. 

They found tbe Bdi«-lii. or Little 

iiriilure. several miles down the canyon, 
tlie arch in reality of immense dimen- 
sions, but small in comparison with 
those that they bad measured. All 
ji round these bridges are crags and 
strange formaiioius. cave dwellings, 
sprtogs and other objecte of interest, 
but tbe center -of attrnrtlon la and will 
always be tliese three towering arcbea 
which span the White canyon. 

Undoubtedly these bridgaa are of 
urreat sclentiti<- interest, not alone be- 
cause they are so far as known tbe 
largest natural bridges In the world, 
but because they are extraordina^ ex- 
amples of stream erosion. An ancient 
river [prohahiy carved these great 
arches, which may have been known to 
prehlafeoric dwellers of tha 
^N0w York Una. .
